SCHOLARSHIPS AVAILABLE 


Among the many scholarships available to Concordia students 
there are three offered specifically for Women's Studies students: 


THE MAIR VERTHUY SCHOLARSHIP 


It was established in 1983, when Prof. Mair Verthuy left her 
post as the first Principal of the Simone de Beauvoir Institute. 
In order to show an appreciation for her work and devotion to the 
Institute and Women's Studies, and to recognize in a most concrete 
way, her skills as a teacher, mentor, initiator, and creative 
individual, several of her colleagues decided to establish the Mair 
Verthuy Fund. The purpose of this Fund is to continue Prof. 
Verthuy's work by offering tangible, monetary support to a student 
in the Women's Studies Programme. The recipient must have 
completed 60 credits with a minimum overall GPA of 3.0; of the 
completed credits, at least 30 must be from Women's Studies courses 
with a minimum 3.5 GPA. 


THE PROVOST SCHOLARSHIP - SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR INSTITUTE 


This scholarship is awarded each spring as an entrance 
scholarship for a student entering the University and the college 
the following September. It can also be used as an additional 
entrance scholarship for students who have successfully completed 
at least one year of college work. 


yy ORIE DEWITZ BURSARY 


This bursary is awarded to a full-time female undergraduate 
student doing a combination of either Major/Minor in Women's 
Studies and Political Science. The student must have completed 24 
credits of her programme and be academically deserving and 
financially needy. The applicant must also be a Canadian citizen 
or permanent resident.

CE _ SCHO. HIP 


A number of scholarships are available to students entering 
their first year of full time study. These are awarded by the 
University Scholarship Committee on the basis of academic

JANUARY ENTRANCE SCHOLARSHIP 

A number of scholarships are awarded to students entering

This programme is intended for students entering a 108-credit 
programme. These students may apply for an entrance scholarship 
when they enter the 90-credit programme - i.e. have completed 18 
credits.

KEY TO THE SYMBOLS USED IN THIS BOOKLET 


The courses for the Women's Studies programme are listed under 
Women's Studies/Simone de Beauvoir and carry the code: WSDB. IN 
previous years, the codes for our courses were either SDEB or WMNS. 


UNDERSTANDING THE NUMBERING OF COURSES 


EXAMPLE: WSDB 290/2 Sec. AA 


The WSDB indicates that the course is in Women's Studies. 
The 290 indicates the level of the course: 


i.e. 200 courses are at the introductory level 
400 courses are at the more advanced level 


The /2 is the term when the course is given: 


i.e. /1 is given during the SUMMER session (3 or 6 credits) 
/2 is given during the FALL session (3 credits) 
/3 is given during the FALL & WINTER sessions (6 credits) 
74 is given during the WINTER session (3 credits) 


The Sec. AA is an indication of the campus where the course is held 
and the time of day. Courses offered on the Loyola Campus have 
numbered lecture, lab, tutorial, and studio designations (e.g. 01, 
02, 51, 52) while courses on the Sir George Williams Campus have 
lettered section designations (e.g. A, B, AA, BB). 


SINGLE digit (with a zero) or single letter indicates daytime 
courses. 


DOUBLE digits or double letters indicates evening courses (after 
4pm). 


CREDITS EXAMPLE: WSDB 290°* 


When you see a course number with a superscript (as in the example) 
the superscript indicates the number of credits for that course. 
In the above example, the superscript "3" indicates that this is 
a 3-credit course. 


An asterisk "*" after the numerical superscript indicates that 
these courses are special topic courses offered from time to time. 
A student may take this kind of course for credit more than once 
as long as the subject matter is different as indicated by the 
letter following the number:
